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But when once the Bulk of the People are thus vitiated, 
there is no Mifchief, however remote it may feem to lie 
from us, that is not actually at the Door ; and the Change 
from Liberty to Slavery, from Plenty to general Diftrets, 
is often fo precipitate in Countries thus corrupted, that 
the fame Men, who have enjoyed the Benefits of the pu- 
t Conftitution at the Beginning of their Lives, have 
od not only to fee the Introduction, but to groan under 
Burthen of the moft fevere Tyranny. 

The Limitations of a Monarchy, the Regulations of a 
State, or what We call a valuable Conftitution, are juftly 
to be regarded and efteemed; but no otherwrfe than as 
they naturally produce a good Effect upon the Minds ot 
the People, which are always influenced by the Govern- 
ment, under which they ie, A good Coftitution is a 
downright Farce with a Corrupted People. Every good 
Law made in it is perverted, or at leaft is never to be put 
in Execution; and, in fhort, a Solon, a Lycurgus, or a Afo- 


re 
live 
tne 


es, would never be able to form a Government, fo as to 


render a People happy, unlefs their Minds were generally 
prepared to affift in the Adminiftration of it. Tchough our 
Contftitution therefore, modelled and limited as it is at 
prefent, may be juftly ranked among the beft, that the 
World has produced, it is ftill no fufficient Security to us; 
for the People are degenerated fo far that they are fcarce 
able, or willing to preferve it. 

i think I am fufficiently juftified in this Opinion, by the 
Numbers of thofe, who continually harangue in publick 
Companies, in order to depretiate Virtue, to banifh thofe 
glorious Principles from among us, which have hitherto 
preferved us free, and turn into Ridicule all Thofe, who 
rationally and nobly efpoufe the Caufe of Lrderty. 

If an ambitious Prince, or a corrupt Minifter fhould 
€nceavour to eftablifh an abfolute Authority in this King- 
dom, the fureft and fafeft Method he could purfue 
would be This of tainting the Minds and manners of the 
Nation, The Conftitution, (That is the outward Form 
of it) might be perferved ; but the Effence of it might be 
at the fame Time exhaufted, and the real Advantages of 
it as totally deitroyed by thefe Means, as by the moft 
open Violence, and glaring Aéts of Tyranny. We ought 
not therefore always to fit contented, when we fee no 
manifeft Deviation from the Letter of the Law, from 
tac legal limits of Monarchy ; for our Bufinefs is rather 
to

to fecure the real Benefits than tne 
of our Conititution. ‘ 
The Forms oi | aberty were tong refervedin the Roman 
acae gaky after the moft intolerable Tyranny had u- 
urped its Seat; and we are told that under T7erius, one 
of their moft execrable Emperors, the Freedom of the 
People was fill in outward Shew prefer rved. The Sczate 
was ftill employed in managing the Buitinefé of the Publick.

and we may readily determine that nothing could follow 
from it, but a total and voluntary Conceffion of the pub- 
Tick Li} erty to the very firit Prince, who fhould fhew a 
Defire tor it. 

I fhall not infinuate that any Minifer, now in Power 

among us, hath betrayed a Diipofition of this Kind, or 

ideav oured to fupport his Adminiftration by thefe de- 

ive Meafures. Such Animadverfions are more pro- 

per to be made by arery Man’s private Reflections than 

by a publick Pen, I mean only to thew how dangerous 

and defperate our Condition muft be, if /uch a Genius 
fhould ever arife in this Kingdom. 

I think our Labours for the publick Service are well 
juftify’d by this fhort State of our Cafe ; yet we are daily 
treated .as Promoters of Sedition, and publick Incendiaries, 
for endeavouring to ftem the Torrent of that general Cor- 
ruption, which every Man of all Parties acknowledges in 
private Converfation. Surely, we may venture to give 
our Senfe of the dangerous Confequences of an Evil, which 
has ape fatal to every Country, that has been yet in- 
v aded by it ; and, in This, we act with the fame Zeal t to 
1¢ Prince and to the People; for however weak Men 
ve been flattered “— the Temptations of abfolute Au- 
thority, it is equally dangerous to the Perfons, who pot- 
fefS it, as to Thofe, w ho feel its Burthen.

The Prerogative, as far as it is confittent with that Liberty, 
which I muft beg Leave to call the grand Fundamental of 
this Conftitution, is dear to every Man as his private Pro- 
perty ; becaufe his private Property depends upon the 
Conttitution of which That alfo isa Part. But if thele 
Traytors to the Prince and Country fhould endeavour to 
raife the Power of the Crown by artful Means and Ways, 
unthought of by our Anceftors, and confequently not 
guarded againft by them, I fhould be glad to be informed 
how /uch @ Power once attain’d could be diminifhed, but 
by a Dimjnution of the Prerogative ; and I would ask, in 
fuch a Cafe, in fuch a Conteit between Lider/y and Prero- 
gative, what Man would fcruple to pare the one, before 
he would fubmit to lofe the other ? 

To perfuade the People that he would endeavour to de- 
itroy their Veneration for Parliaments, is an Infinuation 
as weak asthe Attempt would be vain. “They are univer- 
tally fenfible that Liderty can never be preferved but by a 
Reprefentative jrom among themfelves ; and tho’ their in- 
dignation and Apprehenfions might naturally lead them 
to fpurn at fuch a one as may be hereafter made by 7rea/u- 
y Mandates, and a Conge Ff Elire from a Corrupt Miai- 
fier ; though they might, and certainly would, refufe to 
acknowledge the Mimick only of @ real Parliamert ; am 
Affembly, compofed of the Dregs of the People, the mean 
Tools of Power, the Clerks of Offices, and the Codi éfors 
of the Publick Taxes ; and though they would certawly 
grumble to fee their Properties difpos’d of by Thofe, 
who had none of their own ; yet their Refentment againit 
fuch a mercenary Pack would only aim to overturn that 
particular Power ; and They would then immediately re- 
fort to fuch Meafures as would fecure a free and unbiafs’d 
Election of a legal Parliament ; without which this King- 
dom, I may venture to affirm, will never long bear to be 
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soverned. This is the Reprefentation We always recom. 


mend, and one, in which the Nation will confide——Rut 
if anv Thing could deftroy the Reverence due to Parlia. 
mentary Jurifdiction, the corrupt Influence conteaded for . 
by thefe Wretches would effect it. E.

As this Anfwer plainly fhewed the Dantzickers had no 
Thoughts of furrendering, the Rujfians renewed their 
Fire with great Violence. 

We may reafonably infer from thefe Circumftances, that 
the State of Dantzick is not fo deplorable as our former 
Accounts would have induced us to believe. 

It is certain that a Body of the French Succours, a- 
mounting to near 3,000 Men, arrived at Wechfelmund the 
26th paft, and, Savio landed thefe Troops the fame 
May, attempted to break through the French Lines, early 
the next Morning, being favoured, at the fame Time, 
by a Sally fromthe Town. It is likewife certain, that, 
after a very fmart Action, in which both the Attack and 
the Defence was carried on with great Gallantry, and the 
French had gamed one Intrenchment, they, as well as 
the Daatzickers were repulfed, and the former obliged to 
retire and fecure themfelves behind Fort /Vech/e/mund, 
while the lattar, perceiving the French had failed in their 
Attempt, retreated into the City, in very good Order. 
There feems to have been feveral Perfons of Diftinétion 
killed on the French Side, the Rufffans pretend to have 
fome Prifoners of Note, and fay, that the French loft in 
the Action about 300 Men. ‘The French adirm, that the 
Rufftons loft at leaft as many. During the Action, the 
French Men of War and Frigats cannonaded the Ruffian 
doubts on the other Side ot the W7fu/z, and did them 
contfiderable Damage. 

The Siege of Dantzick is what at prefent employs the 
‘Attention of Europe ; this City has been briskly —, 
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confefled that this General and his Army have hehayea 
with a great deal of Courage on the prefeat Occafion ; 
Tho’ they might reafonably have expecied all their heavy 
Artillery, and to have been join'd by the Saxons before 
now, they ftood the late Attack of the French and Dapp. 
zirkers with great Bravery. “The Rif/rans in general feem 
at prelent to be better difciplined and better Soldiers thar 
ever they were; and the Behaviour of their General igs 
hohly to his Honour : It appears by the French Accounts 
that his ‘Troops were at length giving Way in the late At. 
tack, and would not have kept their Ground if they had 
not been amimated by the Example of their General, who 
eave the higheft Proofs of perfonal Courage, and foughe 
refolutely himfelf at the Head of them. We are inform. 
ed that this Gentleman is a German, and was recommend. 
ed to the Rujfian Court by the Emperor. The Czarina’s 
Troops with a few fuch Officers may perhaps foon make 
a very good Figure.
